Guest Editorial 
Why Achievement Tests? 


By DONALD SHATTUCK 
Director of Guidance, Upland School District 


Each year in October the four schools of the Upland 
Elementary School District administer an achievement 
test to their pupils. 

This test covers the major academic areas of read- 
ing, arithmetic and language. The California Achieve- 
ment Test battery is administered for this survey. This 
is a test widely accepted throughout the United States: 
in fact, the norms or standards used were. obtained on 
65,060 children from all grades in many different geo- 
graphical sections of our country. This point is made 
in order that readers will understand that a nationally 
used, highly regarded diagnostic “yardstick” is being 
employed. 7 

To those of us working in the schools this survey 
gives valuable data on each pupil's academic status; 
enables us to pinpoint weaknesses in the “academic 
armor” and provide suitable remedial work; and gives 
us an appraisal of our curriculum and the effectiveness 
of our instructional program. It is for school personnel 
a valuable part of the total program, 

To the people of a community served by a school 
district the results of such an academic survey should 
also prove valuable. These results for the recently com- 
pleted testing were published in last week’s edition of 
( this newspaper. 

It should always be. kept in mind that learning and 
achievement depend upon the intellectual levels of the 
learners, among other factors. Thus, such a set of aca- 
demic results gives to school patrons and taxpayers a 
clear, comparative picture of the academic level of the 
children in the schools. 

It seems to this writer that at least two important 
generalizations emerge. First, the people of Upland 
: School District are “investing” tax monies wisely, and, 
secondly, the professional staffs within the four schools 
are using the money as a means of providing a high- 
level program of instruction for the children and youth. 
Actually, in the final analysis, and assuming competent 
instruction and adequate learning tools and materials, 
' it’s up to the children to take up the learning challenge 

and do the most they can with it.
